DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC §102 

1. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or on 
sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 

2. Claims 1 - 10 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Putney. 
Regarding claims 1, 4, 7 and 8, Putney discloses a bending beam torque wrench 

comprising a main body 51 and a strain gauge 46 mounted in the main body, wherein the main 
body is provided with an opening 56, 57 to enhance flexibility of the main body and to increase 
deformation of the strain gauge (See Cols. 3 and 4, lines 50- 62 and 1-10). 

Regarding claim 2, the opening 56 extends through a longitudinal length of the main 
body (See Fig. 2). 

Regarding claim 3, the main body 56 is provided with a handle portion 52 and a drive 
portion 13 is located at a distal end of the handle portion, the opening extending along the length 
of the handle and drive portions (See Cols. 2 and 4, lines 38-44 and 1 - 5). 

Regarding claims 5 and 6, the opening 56 of the main body has a rectangular shape (See 
Col. 4, lines 6 - 8). 

Regarding claims 9 and 10, a cover 70 is directly mounted on the main body in a riveting 
manner, the cover encompassing the opening of the main body (See Figs. 1 and 2). 
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The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to applicant's 



disclosure. 

Ma (5,685,206) teaches a multi-purpose tool. 

Schonberger et al (5,303,601) teach a torque wrench having an electronic measuring device.
